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Almost  300  years  ago,  in  1685,  William  Bradford  opened  the  first  print  shop  in 
Philadelphia.  Five  years  later  William  Ryttinghuiysen  established  the  first  paper  mill  in 
America  on  a  branch  of  the  Wissahickon  River.  At  that  time  Boston  was  this  country's 
center  of  bookmaking,  but  during  the  18th  century  Philadelphia  became  the  nexus  for  fine 
printing  and  publishing.  By  1740  there  were  forty-two  printers  located  in  the  city.  Its  first 
publisher  was  Benjamin  Franklin,  who  in  1728  founded  a  firm  under  the  imprint  of  Franklin 
and  Meredith.  The  Franklin  Printing  Company,  an  offspring  of  the  original  firm,  still  exists. 
The  city  was  the  site  of  other  national  premieres:  the  first  American  editions  of  William 
Shakespeare  and  Jane  Austen,  an  English  Bible,  the  process  of  color  printing,  and  the  First 
Reader  for  Freedmen  to  teach  former  slaves  how  to  read.  It  was  in  Philadelphia  that  John 
Dunlap  and  David  Claypoole  first  printed  The  Declaration  of  Independence  and  Ttie  United 
States  Constitution.  Transactions,  published  by  The  American  Philosophical  Society,  is  the 
oldest  American  scientific  periodical  with  a  continuous  history.  Philadelphia  has  remained  a 
center  for  medical,  scientific,  religious  and  ethnic  publications.  Although  New  York  City  is 
the  present  center  of  general  trade  publishing,  Philadelphia  still  retains  an  identity  with  its 
bookmaking  legacy. 

Two  centuries  later,  Washington  Square,  decreed  a  park  for  posterity  by  William  Penn,  is 
the  locus  of  Philadelphia  publishing.  Among  those  on  the  square  are  the  J.  B.  Lippincott 
Company,  W.  B.  Saunders  Company,  Lea  and  Febiger  (the  oldest  active  publishing  firm  in 
the  United  States),  The  Catholic  Standard  Times  and  the  Pennsylvania  Bible  Society.  Until 
two  years  ago  the  Curtis  Publishing  Company  was  also  located  in  the  area.  The  youngest 
publisher  in  the  city,  not  located  on  the  square,  is  Running  Press,  founded  by  Lawrence  and 
Stuart  Teacher  five  years  ago,  which  produces  alternative  trade  books. 

Today  there  are  seventeen  major  publishing  houses  in  the  vicinity  which  yield  over  700 
books  by  the  best  modern  production  facilities.  Philadelphia  is  also  the  site  of  many 
educational  institutions,  including  art  schools,  which  steadily  infuse  the  art  of  bookmaking 
with  new  talent.  Historically,  the  Philadelphia  Centennial,  1876,  contained  sections  devoted 
to  books. 

This  exhibition  focuses  upon  production  books,  is  chronologically  bound  by  the  last 
fifteen  years  and  is  defined  geographically  by  the  city  in  which  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  is 
located.  One  exception  was  made  so  that  an  early  book.  Up  The  Hill,  1942,  by  the  senior 
artist  in  the  show.  Marguerite  de  Angeli,  could  be  included.  The  selection  spans  limited 
edition  books  in  the  tradition  of  the  great  American  and  English  fine  presses,  produced  by 
an  intimate  group  of  artisans  or  single  individuals,  to  mass  produced  books  that  exploit  the 
newest  printing  and  color  reproduction  methods.  The  smallest  edition  is  10;  the  largest  is 
100,000.  Not  all  of  the  artists  are  living  in  Philadelphia  now,  but  all  of  them  at  some  time 
during  their  education  or  career  have  had  strong  affiliations  with  the  city.  Many  of  them  are 
alumni,  or  have  taught  at  Philadelphia  College  of  Art.  Examples  are  included  of  graphic 
designers',  printmakers'  and  illustrators'  contributions  to  the  fine  art  of  making  a  book. 
There  are  also  selections  from  the  diverse  publishing  houses  in  the  area.  The  content  of  the 
books  is  heterogeneous  and  includes  children's  books,  poetry,  novels,  myths,  city  guides, 
biographies,  and  text  books.  Not  included  are  exhibition  catalogues,  photography 
publications,  or  promotional  material. 

The  illustrations  in  these  books  have  been  realized  by  a  wide  panorama  of  techniques, 
ranging  from  hand-colored  line  drawings  to  photographs,  and  reproductions  of  etchings, 
woodcuts,  water  colors  and  charcoal  drawings.  Binding  methods  exemplify  most  of  the 
available  means:  saddle  stitching,  perfect,  smyth  sewn  as  well  as  the  more  eccentric 
accordian  folding  or  ring  binding.  Even  the  covers  offer  a  range  of  possibilities  from  soft  and 
hard  bound  books,  to  one  with  handmade  rice  paper,  and  one  which  recycled  a  common 
dish  towel.  One  book  cover  is  a  box,  the  contents  of  which  are  unbound  tarot  cards. 

On  display,  in  addition  to  the  books,  is  a  selection  of  preparatory  material  to  elucidate  the 
complex  process  of  making  a  book.  These  include  layouts,  dummies,  press  sheets,  original 
drawings  for  illustrations,  printing  plates,  dies,  color  separations,  and  correspondence. 


Most  books  are  not  produced  by  single  individuals,  but  are  the  result  of  the  contributions 
of  a  group  of  specialists.  With  certain  exceptions,  notably  the  children's  book,  the  artist  who 
becomes  involved  in  any  aspect  of  bookmaking  must  sublimate  some  expectations  in  order 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  collaborators  in  book  production.  The  book  designer  is 
often  the  impresario.  Overseen  by  the  designer,  or  the  author,  the  illustrations  embellish  the 
typographer's  verbal  landscape.  The  illustrator  or  printmaker  must  bend  his  ideas  to  meet 
the  text.  The  graphic  designer  often  might  have  to  cope  with  text  and  illustrations.  All 
usually  have  to  accept  the  publisher's  financial  intrusions,  which  frequently  affect  esthetic 
decisions.  Another  artist  may  be  called  upon  to  design  the  book  jacket,  the  design  of  which 
is  dictated  by  the  demands  of  commerce.  The  good  book  is  produced  when  evidence  of 
conflict  is  not  discernable,  and  the  compromises  have  effected  valid  changes.  When  the 
superb  book  emerges,  it  appears  as  if  it  were  created  by  a  single  organism  with  many 
talented  hands. 

Books  are  sources  of  information,  repositories  for  the  threads  of  culture,  journeys  for  the 
soul  or  pure  entertainment.  They  mark  places  in  one's  memory  that  one  can  visit  at  will.  The 
book  has  survived  technological  innovations,  including  those  of  film  and  television,  and 
mass  production  methods.  The  stresses  of  diminishing  funds  constantly  modify  their 
production.  Yet  the  richness  and  diversity  of  the  books  in  this  exhibition  suggest  that  the 
tradition  of  quality  continues  to  maintain  itself  despite  all  harassments.
